Aug. 20 </P)—Poland urged a 
peace conference committee today 
to reject as "completely unfounded” 
an 
Italian declaration th at Italy 
had not been at war with all the 21 
conference nations, notably Poland, 
Belgium. 
the 
Netherlands 
and 
Czechoslovakia. 
"Poland was at war with Italy," 
said a Polish delegate. "Polish sol­ 
diers fought in North Airica and 
Italy. Polish soldiers were Killed by 
Italian bullets. Was this a state of 
war or a state ol peace?" 
Belgium, 
Yugoslavia 
and 
the 
Netherlands likewise challenged the 
Italian claim, which was presented 
in a proposed am endment to the 
preamble of the Italian treaty taken 
up by the Italian political and ter­ 
ritorial committee. Italy suggested 
th at a statem ent in tile preamble 
th a t Italy was at war "with all” 
Allied powers be altered to read 
"some” of the conference nations. 
The memorandum suggested also 
th a t a sentence saying “Italy, under 
the Fascist regime, became a party 
to the Tripartite pact" be amended 
to read: “Italy was led by the F as­ 
cist regime to become a party to the 
Tripartite pact." 
The memorandum criticized the 
omission of any reference to what 
it called “the active role played by 


the Italian people” in overthrowing 
Mussolini’s regime. 
It urged the deletion of the phrase 
"surrendered 
unconditionally” 
in 
the preamble’s reference to the ca­ 
pitulation of July 25, 1943, and called 
for a reference to “Italy’s material 
share in the war against Germany 
which lasted for 18 m onths.” 
No hostilities actually occurred be­ 
tween Italy and Poland, Belgium, 
the Netherlands and Czechoslovakia, 
the Italian note said, “and the na­ 
tionals of those states were never 
considered in Italy to be enemy 
aliens.” 
A Netherlands delegate comment­ 
ed th at the Netherlands had de­ 
clared war on Italy through a note 
delivered by the Swedish minister in 
Rome, but th at Italy had not ac­ 
cepted the note, holding that the 
Netherlands "no longer existed."

Yugoslav delegate said "the 
spirit of the Italian amendm ent in 
general is to eliminate Italian re­ 
sponsibility in the war from con­ 
nection with the present regime.” 
This, he said, "is altogether inac- 
ceptable."

DISEASE STALK 
IN RIOTS WAKE 


Calcutta, 
Aug. 2* (An—Military 
and police unit*, working their way 
through the blood-stained streets of • 
Calcutta, restored a measure of 
order today in this weary city where 
an estimated 3,000 men. women and 
children were killed In four days of 
fighting between Hindus and Mos­ 
lems. 
Shaking off the terror and hyster­ 
ia which had [Tipped them since 
last Friday, the more than 2,000,000 
inhabitants of the city found they 
faced the th reat of starvation and 
disease. 
Calcutta's food distribution sys­ 
tem has been thro\/n so badly out 
of gear th at many of the poorer 
residents have been without food 
for days.

The soldiers and police were tour­ 
ing the streets not only to prevent 
fresh outbreaks but also for food.

Could it be th at 
Yugoslavia has secrets which she 
wishes to conceal from prying eyes? 
The only answer to this is that 
it obviously is possible, though there 
Is no concrete evidence that Bel­ 
grade has anything to hide 
We can wash out one thing, and 
this is any thought that Yugoslavia 
is trying to “start something” with 
Uncle Sam. T hat would be absurd. 
Still, ifs quite in the cards th at 
Belgrade is putting on a show of 
toughness in an effort to better her 
position in the Trieste dispute. Dir­ 
ect action again! 
One of the most impressive as­ 
pect* of this situation lies in the 
fact th a t Yugoslavia is very much 
in Russia's pocket. All Indications 
long have been th at Marshal Tito 
constantly seeks Moscow’s guidance 
and would as soon cut off his right 
tam as go contrary to Soviet wishes.
